Construction Bids Received 
On Women's Residence Hall 



Gilson Construction Co., 757 E. 
3rd St., submitted a low bid of 
$999,600 for erection of a new 
women's residence hall, to be lo- 
cated on the corner of Limestone 
Street and the Avenue of Cham- 
pions. 

Contract for construction of the 
new building has not yet- been 
awarded, Comptroller George Kav- 
anaugh said today, but he indi- 
cated the contract would be let 
sometime in the very near future. 
Under state law, the University has 
thirty days to consider applications 
from the date the bidding was first 
opened. Bids were opened on May

Bids were opened after the 
Washington office of the Housing 
and Home Finance Agency gave 
final approval Tuesday to a $1,131,- 
000 loan application from the Uni- 
versity for construction of the 
dormitory. 

Construction of the new dormi- 
tory, to be named Holmes Hall, is 
expected to begin as soon as the 
contract is awarded, and is sched-

Varm Fire Loss 

Set it 87.000 

Loss from the fire which com- 
pletely destroyed a tobacco barn 
on the UK Experiment Station 
Farm Sunday night was estimated 
today at approximately $7,000 by 
the Coir.pi roller's Office. 

Of this amount, $3,900 was cov- 
ered by insurance carried by the 
University on the building, which 
had been recently converted from 
l three -bent tobacco barn to a 
warehouse containing forage-dry- 
ing equipment that had just been 
placed in operation. 

The blaze was first reported at 
6:56 p.m . and by the time firemen 
inched their way through heavy 
traffic, the building was beginning 
to collapse when they reached the 
scene. 

Most of the firefighting efforts 
were devoted to saving a much 
larger tobacco barn located next 
to the burning building. The fire, 
which had threatened to spread to 
the larger barn and another barn 
about 100 yards from the burning 
structure, was finally brought un- 
der control by the firemen without 
further damage. 
The barn itself was a total loss.

Altliouuh the Sprint; seilWftC I is rapidly 
drawing to .1 close, now would seem to He 
HM appropriate Um tor the Lihrarx Com- 
mittee to consider the possibility of leaving 
the library open on Sunday night. 

In all prol>ability no change in the library 
schedule can be accomplished in the time 
remaining this semester. However, the Li- 
brary Committee, whieh is an advisory group 
composed of faculty members, should give 
MUM thought to the problem at their Tues- 
day night meeting with a view towards next 
year. 

The alternative suggested by the commit- 
tee, when SCA first submitted the idea of 
leaving the library open on Sunday night, 
was to. it this plan were adopted, close it on 
Friday night instead. II this is the only feasi- 
ble solution, then it would still seem to be 
an im pro v ement. Hut the question arises, is 
this alternative necessary? 

\dmittedly if the library were to be left 
npen on both Friday and Sunday night, an 
additional appropriation would have to be 
made to take care ol the extra help whieh 
WOu)6 be required, But since the University 
just had its budget approved as submitted 
to the state legislature for the first time in 
I k's 91 years of existence, it would appear 
that some of this extra money could be used 

for such B WOlthy project as this. 

One of the arguments advanced for leav- 
ing the library open on Friday and not Sun- 
day is that it aids in preventing UK from be - 
coming a "suitcase school". Proponents of 
this theory claim that by giving students a 
place to study on Friday night, many of 
them would stay on the campus over the 
weekend to take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity.. But it would seem as if this purpose 



were befog defeated by closing the library 
on Sunday. The vast majority of students 
who wish to go home over the Weekend are 
continuing to do so regardless of whether 
the library is open on Friday or not. Hut if 
the library were to be opened on Sunday, 
these Students would at least be provided 
with an incentive for returning to the cam- 
pus early Sunday, rather than late Sunday 
night, or Monday morning. 

Ideally students should clo their home- 
work for the coming week before Sunday 
night. But this condition does not exist. 
There always have been, and there always 
will be, many who put off this homework 
until the last minute. Since this situation, 
while possibly not to be commended, does 
exist. UnJversit) officials should look at the 
problem realistically, rather than gazing at 
it through rose-colored glasses and tiytog to 
establish an untrue picture. 

The Library Committee w ill take no defi- 
nite action on the problem Tuesday; since 
the final authority lies in the hands of the 
library staff itself, headed by Dr. Lawrence 
S. Thompson, subject, of course, to the ap- 
proval of the University. Dr. Thompson has 
publicly stated that he is in favor of a Stu- 
dent Library Committee being formed to 
act in an advisory capacity, much as the 
Faculty Library Committee does. 

If interested students would take appro- 
priate steps to form such a committee, and 
if the faculty committee were to take a firm 
stand and submit a recommendation that 

the library be left open on Sunday night, 
even if only cm a trial basis at first, this 
would at least be a step forward towards 
the realization of the suggested change. 



A Challenge For SGA 



The retiring Student Government Associa- 
tion has left many challenges for the incom- 
ing SCA. Throughout this past year SGA 
has accomplished a number of its goals and 
solved many student and campus problems. 

Hoxvever, there is much unfinished busi- 
ness which needs to be carried through. 

Revising the old constitution has been 
the main project of the outgoing Assembly. 
It has been discussed, hashed over, and is 
ready for last minute organiation and a final 
vote. This out-dated constitution has been 
a weak link in the Assembly for many years. 
It is now up to the new Assembly to forget 
their party affiliations, the incessant and tri- 
vial bickering, and get this constitution into 
e ffect by next fall. 

Another item of old business is opening 
the Margaret 1. King Library on Sunday 
evenings instead of Friday evenings. This 
project has been discussed and taken to the 
Director of Libraries. Continued interest 
must be shown by SCA in order to put it 
into effect. It's the new Assembly's obliga- 
tion to push tins' 

The improvement of the Avenue of Cham- 
pions and other streets near the University 
has been another project this past ye ar. Con- 
tinued interest and pressure must be ap- 
plied if this measure is to be completed 

Two jam sessions have been tried at the 
Wildcat. They have been at the request of 
the stuilents and have proved successful. 
However, these jam sessions must be con- 
tinued in order to gixc them a fair trial. 

Heel sessions have proved the ir worth this 
\ear. The true- desires and complaints of the 
students ha\e been eliscoxereel through these 
sessions. W ill they be carried em ne xt sear? 

Most oPall party afliliations must not 
destroy the unity of SGA. As in the past this 
must be forgotten by these new representa- 
tives.

It is up to you to see that s(, \ faces 
these challenges and is truly the voice and 
power of the student body.
